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DETAILED ACTION 



The indicated allowability of claim 4 is withdrawn in view of the newly discovered 
reference(s) to Kohler (US 3,995,347). Rejections tased on the newly cited reference(s) foil 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form 
the hasis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall Le en title J to a patent unless — 

(k) tke invention was patented or descriked in a printed publication in tkis or a foreign country or in put lie use or on 
sale in tkis country, more tkan one year prior to tke date of application for patent in tke United States. 

Claims 1-4 and 6-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as heing anticipated by Kohler 
(US patent 3,995,347). 

The patent to Kohler discloses the invention, a windscreen wiper, as is claimed. Note 
figures 2 and 3 which show a unitary, elongate, curved heam (2) and a ruhher hlade (22) mounted 
to the t earn. The heam has a varying thickness and a "protective end formation" (7) at each end 
thereof. The formation projects heyond and is spaced from an end portion of the rubber blade 
(fig.3). 

Witt respect to claims 3 and 4, note that the end formation does appear as "folded" over 
such that it is folded bach on itself. Note that the particular method of forming the end 
formation is not of significance in product claims as long as the resultant product is the same. 
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With respect to claim 7, it appears trie Learn has a greater curvature in the center thereof. 
With respect to claim 8, note that any surface the blade contacts can he considered as a 
bottom side of the beam. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-4 and 6-8 n ave been considere d but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. As set forth above, the end formation of Kohler 
347 does project beyond the end portion of the rubber blade and is spaced therefrom (fig. 3).
